New Delhi, the 10th February, 2009 

S.O. 427(E). —Whereas, associations registered 
under the Foreign Contribution (Regulation) Act, 1976 (49 
of 1976), (hereinafter referred to as the said Act) are required 
to furnish an intimation about the acceptance, source, 
manner and utilization of foreign contribution in the 
prescribed manner and within the prescribed period as per 
the provisions of sub-section (1) of Section 6 read with 
rule 4 of the Foreign Contribution (Regulation) Rules, 1976; 

And,whereas, a large number of associations had 
failed to furnish annual accounts pertaining to three years, 
viz.* 2001-2002, 2002-2003 and 2003-2004 and thereby 
contravened the provisions of sub-section (1) of Section 6 
of the said Act read with clause (a) of rule 4 of the Foreign 
Contribution (Regulation) Rules, 1976 made thereunder; 

And, whereas, after following the due process of 
law, the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to sub-section (I) of Section 6 of 
the said Act, had placed these associations in the prior 
permission category viV/e notification number S.O. 1621 (E), 
dated the 26th October, 2005 published in the Gazette of 
India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii), dated the 
18 th November, 2005; 

And, whereas, an Amnesty Scheme was notified in 
the Official Gazette v/de notification No. S.O, 924(E), dated 
the 16th June, 2006 published on 21-6-2006 whereby 
associations, which submitted pending returns or proof of

submission of returns by 31-12-2006, were removed from 
prior permission category; 

And, whereas, representatioms continue to be , 
received from the associations placed in prior permission 
category' for restoration of their registration under Foreign 
Contribution (Regulation) Act, 1976, considering which, it 
has been decided to work out an amnesty scheme to 
address the issue; 

Now, therefore, after due consideration, the Central 
Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
31 of the said Act, hereby orders that associations which 
stand placed in the prior permission category vide 
notification No. S.O. 1621(E), dated the 26th October, 2005 
published in the Gazette of India dated the 18 th November, 
2005 may now submit their annual accounts in prescribed 
FC-3 form accompanied by Receipts andPa>Tnent Account 
and Balance Sheet exclusively for foreign contribution duly 
certified by a chartered accountant for the period from 
2001-2002 to 2007-2008. Such associations, which did not 
receive any foreign contribution during a particular year- 
years within the period 2001-2002 to 2007-2008, would be 
required to furnish a NIL return for that-those year(s). The 
accounts shall have to be submitted within a period ol six 
months from the date of publication of a notice to this 
effect in newspaper(s); 

The associations submitting complete accounts 
within the stipulated period as stated above shall, after 
due process, be considered for exemption from the purvaew 
ofthe notification No. S.O. 1621 (E), dated the 26th October, 
2005 and the restoration of their registration under Foreign 
Contribution (Regulation) Act, 1976. 

The list of tlie associations, which would be exempted 
from the purview of Notification placing them in Prior 
Permission Category, and whose registration is thereby 
restored, shall be made available on the website of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, namely www.mha.nic.in.
